CJA. head says Sandinistas are beachhead for Soviet subversion 


The Soviet Union and Cuba “have estab- 
lished and are consolidating a beachj^d 
on the American continent” as a lajpidning 
pad to subvert the rest of Cen^iraidnd Latin 
America, CIA head William Cd&y said last 
week. 

He said the Salvadoran insurgency will 
be re-invigorated once the Sandinistas 
have been able to eliminate the Nicaraguan 
guerrillas' armed resistance. 

< Among fectors indicating that the Sot- 
dinistas are working to solidify a Soviet- 
style Marxist-Leninist regime in 
' Nicaragua, Casey cited the establishment 
of the Directorate of State Security to con- 
trol all forms of dissent. According to CIA 
estimates, be said, die directorate is staffed 
by. among others, 400 Cubans, 70 Soviets, 
40 to SO East Germans and 20 to 25 Bulgar- 
ians. “There are Soviet advisers at every 
level of the secret police,” he added. 

Casey also said the Soviets are develop- 
ing capabilities in Nicaraga to threaten the 
Panama Canal in the short term and 
Mexico in a somewhat longer term. He ^id 
the two primary targets in the Soviets’ 
quest for power worldwide are “the oil 
fields of the Middle East and the isthmus 
between North and South America [the 
Panama Canal].” 

Meanwhile, El Salvador’s President 
Jose Napoleon Duarte, during his visit to 
the United States last week, said that Con- 
gress’ refusal to aid Nicaraguan guerrillas 
would allow the Sandinista government to 
continue aiding Salvadoran leftist guerril- 
las. 

Duarte said U.S. support for the contras I 
had been successful in limiting the flow of 
arms from Nicaragua to the insurgents in 
his country. 

In another develpoment, Napoleon 
Romero, a Salvadoran guerrilla com- 
mander who surrendered to the U.S.- 
backed government, said the 10,000-man 
Salvadoran rebel army receives more than 
70 percent of its arms from Nicaragua. He 
said the rest is bought on the black market 
or taken from fallen government troops. 

“We need from 20,000 to 30,000 rounds 
of ammunition and some 5,000 sticks of 
TNT every month,” Romero said. “All of 
that comes from Nicaragua. 



In addition, documents taken from a Sal- 
vadoran rebel leader captured last mon^ 
show that the rebels are being trained in 
sabotage and guerrilla warfare in Soviet- 
bloc countries. 

The papers taken from Nidia Diaz, a top 
official in the Central American Rev- 
olutionary Workers Party a Marxist 
group that is one of the five factions in the 
Farabundo Marti Revolutionary Front — 
showed she “was planning to travel to Viet- 
nam this year and that she was awaiting 
rebel fighters to return from training in 
Bulgaria, the Soviet Union, East Germany 
and Cuba,” a Salvadoran official said. “Her 
journal showed she was waiting for a highly 
trained explosives team to return. ^ 


U.S. sends miUt^ 
advisers to Co>ra Rica 

The United States^i^sent about 20 mili- 
tary advisers to GdSa Rica to coordinate 
the first large^pdale U.S. military training 
program in^Ke country. 

Costa^can Security Minister Benja-^ 
min PjM said the advisers will be joinit^'*^ 
foujybthers who are already statioi^ in 
Costa Rica directing the constrycfion of 
shooting ranges, obstacle courts and bar- 
racks. ^ 

The advisers will tgrrf^ some 700 civil 
guards in “counte^nsurgency tech- 
niques,” said a goramment official. Costa 
Rica, which ha^o army, now is protected 
by its S.OOCK^ffm Civil Guard. 

The official said an “anti-guerrilla com- 
mando team” will be trained to prevent 
leftist rebels from other Central American 
nations from entering Costa Rica. y 
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spokesmen said. At least 50mi€rTillas and 
40 Nicara^an soldiers wefe killed in the 
combat, diplomatic s^ffces said. 

Sandinista troop/recently ambushed a 
detachment o^lftnduran soldiers patrol- 
ling the bopd^, killing one Honduran sol- 
dier andy^unding four others, according 
to th^^^nduran military. 

another development, Honduras said 
/U is prepared to “demilitarize” its border 
with Nicaragua, dismantle guerrilla 
camps near the border and even ouerthe 
guerrillas from its territoi^jyiwded all 
Central American natio^i<iiK:luding Nica- 
ragua, agree to Conta^yora peace proposals. 
It is unlikely, howpyli; that a peace accord 
will be reacl^€wn. 

On President Reagan told visit- 

ing vising Honduran President Roberto 
Sim^Urdova that the United States would 
l«e “appropriate measures" to defend the 
’■^vereignty and territorial integrity of 
Honduras "against communist aggres- 
sion.” 

Administration officials said t^..com- 
mitment to Honduras was actually a 
reaffirmation of obligaj^s already 
included in the Inter-Ammcan Treaty of 
Reciprocal Assistap^, known as the Rio 
T*eaty, and the Ch^er of the Organization 
of American^ates. 

Reapdn said the two nations shared 
“sen0us concern over the threat to the 
enll^ region posed by the communist San- 
/u^sta regime in Nicaragua and its Cuban 
^ and Soviet supporters.” 
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
